Housing applications 
will offer the new 
option in March.

Students will have the option to 
live in gender-neutral housing be- 
ginning this fall, according to Di- 
rector of Housing and Residential 
Life Carol Roberts-Corb. 

A limited number of spaces at 
Beachside College will be reserved 
to provide gender-neutral housing 
for lesbian, gay, bisexual and trans- 
gender students, she said, although 
the exact number of spaces has not 
been determined. 

She said the idea for the program 
was sparked by Larisa E. Hamada, 
director of the Office of Equity and 
Diversity, who asked if Cal State 
Long Beach offered gender-neutral 
housing. 

“Gender-neutral housing will 
provide support to students who, 
for whatever reason, need or re- 
quest special accommodations due 
to gender identity or expression,” 
Roberts-Corb said. “We want to 
provide a safe environment for all 
students.” 

Roberts-Corb said that although 
CSULB already accommodates 
students who request gender-neu- 
tral housing, they wanted to spread 
awareness of the option by making 
it a part of the housing application. 

“We want to make it more of a 
stated, formal practice than what it 
currently is,’ Roberts-Corb said. 

‘The housing application for 
2014-15, which will be available 
March 3, will include the new op- 
tion. Students who want to be 
placed in gender-neutral housing 
must select the option on the form 
and fill out a supplemental license 
agreement before being placed. 

Gender-neutral rooms, however, 
will not be physically labeled for 
the safety and comfort of the stu- 
dents who live in them, Roberts- 
Corb said. 

She said they chose to offer gen- 
der-neutral housing at Beachside 
because the bathrooms are more 
private than those at Hillside Col- 
lege and Parkside College, which 
are communal.

program. 

Physical Planning and Facilities 
Management said more seating was 
needed on campus, and Taber said he 
saw an opportunity to get students in 
the COTA studio wood program in- 
volved. 

“T asked about a possible collabora-

Taber said.

Students talk immigration, hardships at the Nugget 


A student organization, 
FUEL hosted the 
“Love is Not Illegal” 
open mic event.

More than a dozen Cal State Long 
Beach students shared their experi- 
ences and views on immigration at the 
Nugget Grill and Pub yesterday during 
the “Love is Not Illegal” event. 

At the event, attendees and members 
of the Future Underrepresented Edu- 
cated Leaders, a student organization 
made up of Assembly Bill 540 students 
and their supporters, talked candidly 
about overcoming personal struggles 


regarding immigration. 

ABS540, which was signed into law 
in 2001, allows eligible undocumented 
students to pay in-state tuition at pub- 
lic college and universities, according 
to the CSULB Office of Government, 
Legislative, and Community Relations. 

Some FUEL members who spoke 
were undocumented students. 

“We hope you walk away with more 
knowledge and an awareness of how 


immigration reform is affecting your 
peers,’ FUEL President Karina Her- 
nandez said to attendees before the 
event began. 

Hernandez read a poem to the au- 
dience that several FUEL members 
wrote together. The poem described 
their desire to overcome their struggles 
and achieve their dreams.

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Sports Illustrated cover raises questions 


The cover is part 
of a promotional 
campaign called 
“Unapologetic.”

Sports Illustrated’s 50th annual 
swimsuit issue hit newsstands yester- 
day, and many students question what 
the magazine is suggesting by its choice 
of cover model. 

The cover-wrap presents the 55-year- 
old Barbie, “the doll that started it all,” 
posing in a striped bathing suit. 

“Personally, for me, I feel Barbie is 
misleading,’ sophomore business ma- 
jor Ashley Coello said. “The cover girl 
should be realistic. [Barbie] is unrealis- 
tic.” 

The cover is part of a joint promo- 
tional campaign called “Unapologetic” 
that was launched by Mattel, the distrib- 
utor of Barbie, and Sports Illustrated. 
The campaign tells readers that Barbie 
and women like her are proudly “un- 
apologetic” for who they are, and other 
girls should be too, according fo CNN. 

In addition to the swimsuit issue cov- 
er, the campaign also features Barbie 
on a billboard in New York City with 
her hashtag, “#unapologetic.” The cam- 


paign released a full-page advertorial, 
an advertisement in the form of editorial 
content, in the New York Times. 

In the advertorial, Barbie argues for 
her stance and explains why she is un- 
apologetic. According to Barbie, the 
cover is meant to teach girls to celebrate 
who they are. 

“Isn’t there room for capable and 
captivating?” the advertorial reads. “It’s 
time to stop box- 
ing in potential. Be 
free to launch a ca- 
reer in a swimsuit, 
lead a company 
while gorgeous, 
or wear pink to an

Samantha Schoech, a blogger for The 
New York Times, said in a post that the 
magazine’s cover disappointed her.

“Barbie posing for SI only con- 
firms what her detractors think of her: 
that she’s shallow and phony and overly 
sexualized.” 

Junior liberal studies major Blanca 
Castro said she thinks the Sports Illus- 
trated Barbie cover is funny.

said COTA has been using wood from 
campus trees for student projects for 
the past eight years. The bench project, 
though, will be the first time that 
students use the trees to create some- 
thing that will be used by all students 
throughout the university. 

The initial designs and prototypes for 
the benches will be made with hand sketch- 
es and digital renderings by students in the 
Introduction to Wood class, said Nardeana 
Nop, a junior graphic design major who is 
also a student in the class. 

“We each come up with two or three 
designs, and then the groups make small 
models of them,” Nop said. “Our group 
is incorporating a wave type design to 
play off of the idea of a beach.” 

The initial set of designs will detail 
future benches for the second floor of 
the Academic Services building, Taber 
said. He said the next step for the ad- 
vanced wood class is to take the designs 
and create full or half-scale prototypes 
of the benches. 

“What we are hoping to do is create 
adesign ... that will get students to re- 
ally consider this site and how they in- 


teract with this campus, metaphorically 
and literally, as a sort of social ecology,” 
Taber said. 

Throughout the project, advanced 
and beginning students, faculty mem- 
bers and facility planning managers 
will regularly update one another in 
order to find the easiest producible and 
aesthetically pleasing product, Taber 
said. 

Senior studio art major and ad- 
vanced wood student Rashid Crisos- 
tomo said the project is a good model 
for real-world experience and a great 
way for students to build an under- 
standing of the relationship between 
designers and builders. 

“Since two parties are involved in 
this project, it is not just up to us,” 
Crisostomo said. “Our designs are 
not going to be exactly how the out- 
come will be, so I think it’s an inter- 
esting experience for both parties, 
especially the students.” 

If all goes as planned, students will 
work until the end of April to produce 
their models, Taber said. The models 
will then be handed over to the car- 
pentry shop, a group of professional 
carpenters who build and maintain 
everything from bookshelves to roofs 
on campus. 
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CSULB also has 11 gender-neutral 
bathrooms across campus, located in 
the Dance Center, the University Police 
building, Fine Arts building 3, the Hu- 
man Services and Design building and 
the Student Health Services building, 
Roberts-Corb said. 

Many students, like senior engineer- 
ing major Craig Johnson, said they are 
excited about the new housing option. 

“Tt’s great, not just for transgender 
people but also for the student popula- 
tion on our campus,” Johnson said. “Ev- 
eryone should feel comfortable in their 
own bubble they call home.” 

Senior healthcare administration ma- 
jor Nina Canova said she thinks gender- 
neutral housing benefits students. 

“T think that that’s a great idea for 
gay students,” Canova said. “Our school 
is so diverse and has so many different 
people that we should have something 
like that.” 

Sophomore biology major Julie 
Chan, on the other hand, said she is 
worried the housing option will not be 
successful. 

“T think that is a good idea for students 
to feel more happy,” Chan said. “I am just 
not sure a lot of people will sign up for 
it ... [because] I think even though we 
are a pretty liberal campus, there are still 
many close-minded people.” 

The housing option resembles simi- 
lar ones at many Southern California 
universities, such as University of Cali- 
fornia, Riverside, and San Diego State 
University.

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Throughout the event, Hernan- 
dez invited people in the audience 
to take a picture with a large hand- 
made poster of a monarch butterfly, a 
symbol that senior English major and 
FUEL member Elizabeth Zambrano 
said represents the “right to move 
freely.” 

“Human beings have the right to 
move to safer places, and many of us 
moved here so we could be safe,” Zam- 
brano said. “The butterfly represents 
the immigration movement.” 
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Hernandez said they hope that by 
sharing these photos via social me- 
dia, they will increase awareness of 
their mission and goals, such as cre- 
ating a Dream Resource Center on 
campus. 

“We are pushing for humane im- 
migration reform so families can stay 
together and so students can have a se- 
cure future,” she said. 

Many participants voiced their love 
for their families through poems and 
stories. Others spoke of their struggles 
applying for college and “being seen 
as a number and statistic instead of a 
person.”

jor Alex Mohtashem, who became 
involved with FUEL earlier this year, 
said he was grateful for the club’s pres- 
ence and activism. 

“J was born in this country but 
being surrounded by the people in 
FUEL showed me immigration is not 
a hugely political issue, but a human 
issue,” he said. “It opened my eyes to 
see that this isn’t about one people or 
one problem.” 

Associated Students Inc. Chief of 
Staff Joseph Phillips also participated 
in the event and offered ASI’s support 
for the organization’s mission. 

“This is the first year that ASI and 
FUEL have come together to achieve

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history,” he said. “I think that together 
we can do a lot.”

f you haven’t heard of the 
selfieswithhomelesspeople. 
tumblr.com yet, it won’t be 
long before you do. 

A number of news publications, 
including New York Daily News, Fox 
News and USA Today, to name a few, 
have discussed their negative opinions 
about the website. 

Fast Company senior editor Jason 
Feifer created the site, along with a 
similar site: selfiesatfunerals.tumblr. 
com. 

The most recent post on this site 
is of President Barack Obama’s par- 
ticipating in a selfie during Nelson 
Mandela’s memorial service. 

Interestingly enough, Feifer’s 
“selfies with homeless people” (SHP) 
seems to be generating more negative 
publicity than the “selfies at funeral” 
(SF) site. 

The SHP website features some 
pictures where the homeless person is 
either sleeping on a curb or unaware 
that the someone is taking a photo with 
him or her. 

There are also some people who 
take selfies with a homeless person 
smiling at the camera, which we find 
a little strange but more or less, harm- 
less. 

And then there are those who take 


the selfie to another level, taking 
photos in front of the Chernoby! site or 
the Holocaust Memorial, and smiling 
while they do it.

Facebook turned 10. Here’s to the next decade.

It changed our lives. It has distracted 
us from hours of homework and brought 
stalking to a whole new level. The vain 
generation of youth has revolutionized 
the idea of the “selfie” and now, we’re 
liking it more than ever. 

On Feb. 4, Facebook celebrated its 
10th year since its creation in a Har- 
vard University dorm room. Since 
then, Facebook has become the staple 
of modern social media for the majority 
of its users. 

As we begin the social media giant’s 
second decade, we reflect on how far 
the platform has come and anticipate 
what the future may hold. 

Almost 50 percent of the world’s inter- 
net users have a Facebook account, with 
57 percent of American adults and 73 per- 
cent of teens regularly using the site, ac- 
cording to a Pew Research Center study. 

According to marketingcharts. 
com, Facebook is still the most visited 
social networking site, with 23 percent 
more traffic than Youtube, which was 
born in February 2005. 

In August of 2008, Facebook reached 
100 million active users, and just one 
year later, it overtook MySpace as the 
Internet’s largest social network, with 
900 million users, according to an In- 
ternational Business Times article. 

As the decade progressed, Facebook 
evolved from a tool for college students 
to a utility for businesses and organiza- 
tions to connect with their customers. 

We watched Facebook transition 
from a computer-based to a mobile- 
based platform in early 2012. We have 
seen many revamped news feeds and 
layouts, with the most recent, Timeline, 
making its debut in 2012. 

For some students, 10 years of Face- 
book might mark the time for a break 
from the site. 

Lauren Preston, a senior human 
development major at Cal State Long 
Beach, said she has had Facebook since 
she was in high school. She said that she 
“doesn’t use Facebook as much any- 
more”, and explained how the site has 


lost its initial allure and kind of died out 
for her. 

“Tf they do something about the ads, 
then I might use it more,” Preston said. 

Other college students seem to agree 
that Facebook could use less ads. Biol- 
ogy major Nick Roberts, said, on aver- 
age, he checks his Facebook once a day. 

“It’s fine the way it is. Less ads would 
be nice though,” he said. 

Whether it’s a place to constantly 
check on friends or showcase your 
perfected profile to a network of col- 
leagues and acquaintences, Facebook 
has changed our lives in many ways. 

While some are ready to leave the 
site behind, a new generation of youth 
equipped with smart phones and tab- 
lets are driving the future of social 
networking towards the creation of 
apps. 

Facebook creator Mark Zuckerberg 
revealed in a recent interview with 
Businessweek that Facebook is look- 
ing towards single-purpose apps that 
appeal to the emerging audience of app 
users. 

New developments are being pushed 
by an experimental project called Face- 
book Creative Labs. The first of these 
apps, Paper, has already made its debut 
in the app store. 

Paper is set up like a magazine and 
is linked to the user’s profile. The 
most liked posts and photos from 
you and your friends are organized 
into a visually appealing layout, giv- 
ing users a new version of a digital 
newspaper. 

With the introduction of the Paper 
app, the complaint of too many ads might 
be resolved. For now, we can enjoy A 
Look Back, which is a picture slideshow 
of most important statuses and photos 
from the past decade and a great way to 
reminsice on the past 10 years. 

Zuckerberg expresses hope for the 
future, saying that “[Facebook is] at the 
point where we can take a step back and 
think about the next big things that we 
want to do.”

It has been almost a month since the 
Long Beach State men’s volleyball team 
faced an opponent on home court, but 
the 49ers will be welcomed back to the 
Pyramid in grand fashion: by taking on 
their rivals and two-time defending na- 
tional champions UC Irvine. 

The seventh-ranked Anteaters (9-7, 
6-6 Mountain Pacific Sports Federa- 
tion) evened their conference record last 
week as they defeated No. 5 Southern 
California, 3-2, before sweeping No. 3 
Pepperdine. 

They are led offensively by four 
players hitting triple digit kills: Zack
